A LITTLE LOOK AHEAD 

If you want to see the next big scene in the real es¬ 
tate drama of Southern California, .just turn your glasses 
on Sierra Madre. The stage is all set and the spotlights 
are ready. Don’t miss anything that happens. Just look 
at this setting: 

Ole Hanson, former mayor of Seattle and a man noted 
for accomplishment, has bought up a large portion of the 
unimproved property in the southwest part of town, lie 
has already well under way a building program of thirty 
fine, modern homes. 

Pasadena is moving toward Sierra Madre just as fast 
as new subdivisions can be annexed. Three separate an¬ 
nexation elections will be held within a month to add large 
areas to that city. It is commonly said to be six miles 
from Pasadena to Sierra Madre, meaning from center to 
center of the business district. Do you know it is almost 
exactly a mile between the boundaries of the two cities 
at their nearest point? The business center of Pasadena 
has moved a mile toward Sierra Madre within three years. 

Rumors of the purchase and subdivision of the Has¬ 
tings ranch have been frequent for so long a time that 
they are largely discounted in public estimation. It is 
bound to happen soon, and it will remove the only barrier 
to continuous development all the way from the Arroyo 
Seco to the hills across the Big Santa Anita, with Sierra 
Madre in the heart of the newest and best of it all. 

Now look to the east! The Cook-Woodley Company 
has taken advantage of the recent lull to proceed with de¬ 
velopment of their great property running from the Foot¬ 
hill boulevard to the mountains. The board of supervisors 
of which Mr. Woodley is a member has put the Big Santa 
Anita dam first on the list of developments under the flood 
control bonds. The steam shovel has already cut the road 
a long way toward the dam site and a big force of men 
will soon be at work in the conyon. The road will make 
the canyon more than ever a mecca for mountain lovers, 
and is likely to be extended eventually up the canyon and 
into the West Fork, to connect with the scenic highway 
from the Arroyo Seco to Pine Flats and the desert. The 
Cook-Woodley subdivision is sure to be one of the out¬ 
standing suburban developments in the next few years. 

With these big developments on the east and the west, 
is Sierra Madre going to sleep on undisturbed? Not by 
a jugful of H2-0! 

Sierra Madre Boulevard will soon be a reality. Do 
you know what that means? A continuous boulevard 
from Huntington Drive at San Marino, along the Pacific 
Electric and directly into Sierra Madre on what is now- 
called Central Avenue. 

It will be necessary to find another name for the pres¬ 
ent Sierra Madre avenue. But that is not nearly so im¬ 
portant as the prospect of that thoroughfare being opened 
clear through to the Ocean to Ocean Highway. It will 
give a straight road leading from the old settlement called 
Savannah, up through the Town of Temple and Michillinda 
right into Sierra Madre. 

These things are not pipe dreams. They are bound 
to happen in the near future. The benefit to Sierra Madre 
can hardly be calculated. Increased population in and 
around Sierra Madre means increased car service, greater 
and more varied business and many other advantages to 
make a better place in which to live. 

Some of these things will come to pass regardless of 
Sierra Madre.
